The Subcommittee’ s responsibility continues to remain outside 
the main intelligence activity in the field of electric power. 


A rather extensive program for targeting electric power 
facilities and plotting these facilities on maps is being engaied in by 
the Army, several components of the Air Force, the Navy, and NPIC. In the 
past, the military components have considered thia activity to be target 
4ntelligence rather than economic intelligence, and therefore not under 
the purview of the EIC. 


Te Office of Research and Reports, CIA, participates in 
Subcommittee meetings of the Joint Atomic Energy Intelligence Committee 


and submits extensive reports on electric power to them, but these are also 
outside the purview of economic intelligence.
